Alexander Quits 
Parley in Huff 


PARIS, (AP)—A. V. Alexander, 
Britain's first lord of the admiralty, 
walked out of the peace conference 
military commission Friday during 
a two-hour debate with the Slav 
group on inviting Albania 
to make a statement on the Italian 
treaty. 

“I despair of leading this 
commission in the path of com- 
mon sense,” he said just before 
a vote was taken. 
By a vote of 15 to four, 

abstention and one absent, it was 
decided to invite Albania to ap- 
pear and voice her comments with- 
out any time limit or other re- 
strictions. 


Mr. Alexander had argued that 
Albania should have only half 
an hour to speak on the military 
provisions of the Italian treaty and 
should be notified beforehand that 
the commission already had voted 
down several Yugoslay amendments 
that matched Albanian proposals 

France, Greece and the United 
States voted with Britian against 
the proposal. A British representa- 
tive remained behind for the vote. 
Relgium abstained. Brazil was 
absent 

An Australian delegate to the 
peace conference said Friday the 
United Nations security council 
was in disrepute through arbitary 
use of the veto power, and should 
not be permitted to govern the 
proposed free territory of Trieste. 

“The use of the veto power in 
the security council has _ been 
arbitrary, irresponsible and dictato- 
rial and has brought the council 
into disrepute thoughout the world,” 
said Col. W. R. Hodgson, who has 
served as a delegate to the council, 

“It would make the Trieste port 
question a threat to world peace.”

Nine New Stamps on Sale Monday;

TORONTO, (CP)—A four-month 
wait by Canadian stamp collectors 
ends Monday, Canada's first post- 
war ‘stamp day” when nine pic- 
torial stamps of what has been 
termed the Reconstruction Issue 
go on sale ; 


The expectation is that main post 
offices across Canada will do a 
land-office business with queues .of 
unusual customers—people who 
want stamps not solely to carry 
correspondence but rather to gaia 
the prized first-day covers. These 
are stamped envelopes with first 
day postal cancellations 

Already thousands of advance 
orders trom outside Canada have 
flooded the post office department 
in Ottawa, where covers are being 
serviced for foreign buyers. 

A busy period is in prospect io 
the sale of the new pictorials because 
stamp speculators—as distinct from 


true philatelists—figure that postal- 
rate changes are soon to come and 
obsolete values will jump in market 
price

mail rate from eight to five cent

Pursue Campaign 
Against Squatters 


By Jack Sullivan 
LONDON, (CP)— London's 
‘squatter” campaign took on the 


appearance of an endurance contest 
between police and hundreds of in- 
vaders of vacant London luxury flats 
Friday as the government drive to 
quell the movement gathered mome 
entuim after a slow start 

The situation quieted during the 
night after the nearest approach to 
violence in the five-day-old squat- 
ter invasion oc -curred when mounted 
police herded 2,000 squatter sym- 
pathizers off the street near one 
occupied building without injury to 
anyone 

The incident took place in front 
of Abbey Lodge in St. John’s Wood 
where approximately 1,500 squatters 
have taken over unoccupied apart- 
ments which normally rent for £20 
to £25 ($80 to $96) a week 

Both water and light were cut off 
in the building and squatters hung 

out picading signs from the windows 
reading, “We want water.” “We 
want bedding,” “Do something 
about us.” 

Police were following a carefully 
mapped three-phase plan announe~ 
ed after an emergency cabinet sese 
sion Thursday and adhering care- 
fully to the complicated legal code, 
involving: (1) prevention of further 


seizure by the squatters; (2)

Tourist Mecca 


ST. MALO, France, (ONA)—Part 
of Adolf Hitler's famous West Wall, 
whith crumbled so quickly in 1944 
under the combined blows of Gen 
Eisenhower and Field Marshal Vis- 
count Montgomery, will soon become 
a tourist mecca. 

The fortress Hitler built in this 
little town on the Atlantic coast, 
and which held out until stormed by 
the American 83rd Division on 
Aug. 17, 1944, will be made open 
to visitors, the mayor promises, as 
soon as the two miles of its under- 
ground cellars are electrically light- 
ed within the next few weeks. 

The fortress, which 
Allied fire from the air and saa 
for more than two weeks, was left 
exactly in the state it was found 
when American tank-crews pene- 
trated the inner defences. Blasted 
casements and gun emplacements 
are still there as well as quantities 


of German equipment which have, 


turned brown in the winter snows 
and rain,

The mayor made it clear that 
the municipality declines any re- 
sponsibility for accidents suffered 
by visitors who deviate from pre- 
scribed tours of the fortress.

But here in 
Great Britain Aneurin Bevan, min- 
ister of health, whose department 
is responsible for making housing 
plans predicts that housing “will 
not be an issue in the next general 
election,” 

To justify this prediction, 1,000,000 
permanent homes must be built in 
the next four years. But judging 
by results so far achieved the out- 
look is not encouraging. 

No doubt the present rate of 
building will increase, for product- 
jion cannot be expected to be at 
/maximum efficiency after only a 
year,

ory. The seven- 
th monthly hous- 
ing report shows 
4,441 permanent 
homes were built * 
during July, Of * 
these, 2,066 were 
constructed

while 1,475 were — .

thorities. These figures bring the 
total of permanent homes built 
since the war to 17,449, of which 
10,911 were put up by private firms. 

These figures reveal that private 
enterprise is putting up houses— 
which will be sold—at approxi- 
mately double the pace of local 
authorities, all of whose construct- 
ion will be rented. This has been 
so in spite of the fact that Mr. 
Bevan has done all he can to dis- 
courage private builders from 
playing their part in rehousing 
the nation,

Under the Housing Act of 1946, 
the government fixed a scale of sub- 
sidies and contributions toward 
houses erected by local authorit- 
ies. But it refused to grant a sing- 
le penny to assist private firms. 
And Mr. Bevan has gone so far as 
to notify local authorities that they 
must build four houses to every 
one built privately. 

Last month George Tomlinson, 
minister of works, stated the go- 
vernment’s aim to the end of the 
present year is 100,000 permanent 
homes and _ 100,000 temporary 
homes. Unless something is done 
to accelerate very sharply the pre- 
sent rate of building, this goal will 
not be achieved, 

The story of the government's 
attempts to house the nation has 
been one of woeful muddle, During 
the war 939 brick works were clos- 
ed, and up to March 5, 1946, 373 of 
them still had not been granted 
licences to reopen, The output of 
bricks this year may be only 40 
|per cent of the average monthly 
loutput before the war, and the 
demand for bricks for construction 
work is enormous. Men whose 
trade was bricklaying have been 
released from the armed forces 
to get on with the job, but the 
large number who were employed 
at brick works have been forgotten, 
{To alleviate the brick shortage, 
the ministry of works directed a 
number of tile manufacturers to 
switch to brick production, and the 
result of this ingenious scheme was 
that by July of this year the de- 
mand for tiles was exceeding pro- 
‘duction by approximately 1,000,000

May Become 


Haven for Many Europeans 


By Ernie Hill 


SANTIAGGO, Chile, (CDN) — 
New efforts are being made to in- 
crease immigration quotas in many 
of South America’s sparsely settled 
countries, 


Disagreements over types of im- 
migrants desired have hampered 
progress during the past year, But, 
wary administrations are making 
headway toward opening opportun- 
ities for displaced and discouraged 
Europeans. Here are the prospects, 
by major countries: 

Chile: A research organization 
has estimated that the country 
could support 25,000,000 people if 
it were properly industrialized and 
supplied with modern equipment. 

Big Fishing Industry 


Today, its population is a mere 
5,000,000, Chile's 3,000-mile coast- 
line has rich opportunities for 
Scandinavian and Spanish fisher- 
men and for cannery expansion. 
Balkan peoples are preferred to de- 
velop its southern areas. It al- 
ready has a scattering of Swiss, 
Finns and Welsh. 


A more liberal immigration pro- 
gram is expected from congress a 
few months after Chile's new presi- 
dent takes office. 


Brazil: With a greater area than 
the United States, but only one- 
third of its population, this is one 
of the most fertile promised lands. 
Brazil's new administration is 
working on a more liberal immig- 
ration program. Already heavily 
populated with Portuguese, Spani- 
ards and Italians, Brazil must raise 
its quotas for other European 
countries before the influx will be 
increased materially.

Argentina: This country has 
vast undeveloped areas and is try- 
ing to do something to increase its 
population. ‘oles have been par- 
ticularly desired.

Grows to Adult 


MONTREAL, Sept. 13 -(CP)—-Dr. 

| Pierre Hebert, Montreal's joint cor- 
}oner, possibly may hold the record 
for delivering the smallest baby to 
survive. 
The story dates back to July 8 
1914, when he brought 
Cardinal into the world. She weigh- 
ed 12 ounces. 

“IT WAS ONE o'clock in the 
morning when -she was born on a 
farm at St. Michel, Napierville 
|County,” Dr, Hebert said. “Of 
course she was premature. Six and 
one-half months to be exact 

“I must admit I-had little hope 
that the child would live. However, 
she breathed well enough shortly 
after she was born. I wrapped the 
infant in a bit of-linen and weighed 
her, She tipped the scales at exactly 
12 ounces, including the wrapping. 

“A short while after the birth, 
\from which the mother emerged 
|quite well, I wrapped the baby, put 
|her in a basket and placed the bas- 
ket in a heated oven. It had to do 
[for an incubator,” Dr. Hebert said

“IN ORDER TO feed the baby, 
|I had to use an eye-dropper. For a 


|number of days ,all I used was a 
little milk mixed with a few drops 
of cognac. I prescribed that the 
baby be swabbed with olive oil 
| With this treatment, the infant soon

of danger.” 

Marguerite, now is 32, still lives 
with her parents on the same farm 
| Marguerie’s mother never had any

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@ Canadian Hospitals Forced 


To Close Down 


By KAY REX 
Canadian Press Staff Writer 
Two out of every three hospitals 

in Canada have been hit by a 
shortage of nurses. Many have 
been forced to close wards and 
even entire wings. In others, skel- 
eton staffs, working long hours, 
are endeavoring to handle an in- 
creasing number of patients, 

At the same time a survey by 
The Canadian Press shows that 
there are more nurses 
than before the war. 

Hospital officials claim that 
whereas the ideal ratio is one 
graduate nurse to attend to four 
atients, nowadays a_ hospital 

Gonsiaers itself lucky if it has one 
to fifteen or twenty. 

A new world which sees men 
and women taking advantage of 
health insurance schemes, receiv- 
ing medical attention they other- 
wise couldn't afford, is partly res- 
ponsible for the hospital's growth 
in popularity, 

In Welland, Ont., there are ap- 


proximately 150 per cent more 
patients at the Welland County 
General than there were eight 
years ago, 


A SHORTAGE of domestic help 
and an increased demand for 
special duty nurses also has in- 
creased the burden of hard-pres- 
sed hospital staffs. 

The nursing profession still at- 
tracts more girls than can be 
trained in most of the 170 civilian 
hospitals operating schools 
throughout the country, but a large 
percentage of them, upon gradua- 
tion, turn to industrial nursing 
where the pay is higher and the 


hours more regular than in hspi-| 


tals. Others find employment in 
military hospitals and Department 
of Veterans’ Affairs institutions. 

The nursing schools graduate 
approximately 3,500 nurses anual- 
but they cannot continue pre- 
ring nurses in the numbers re- 
quired for the variety of services 


in which they now find employ-| other bursaries to help would-be

Harnessing of Fluorine Gas 


° May Brin 
ay g 
By Thomas R. Henry 
CHICAGO, (NANA) — The “wild 
beast” of the elements has been 
haltered and harnessed. 
Ahead now lies the fluorine age. 


Chemists see prospects in some far- 
off future of a fluorine world 


‘roughly paralleling the hydrocarbon 


world of life—and, immediately, 
many strange compounds of value 
to science and industry. It all 
started with the earliest researchers 
on the atomic bomb, 


Fluorine is one of the more 
abundant of the 92 elements of 
which creation is composed. It is 
a highly poisonous green gas and 
about the most corrosive material 
in nature. Although it is about as 
plentiful in the earth's surface as 
carbon itself or hydrogen, it has 
been almost impossible to keep it 
long in captivity since it will com- 
bine almost immediately with most 
of the other elements and eat its 
way through about any metal ex- 
cept gold. platinum and copper. 

Research in 1941 


Back in 1941, when earch into 
the possibilities of an atomic bomb 
began, fluorine was mooted to sep- 
arate U-235 from uranium. Enor- 
mous containers of gold were re- 
quired to hold the fluorine, however, 
and the possibility of taking gold) 
from Fort Knox in Kentucky for 
this purpose was discussed in great- | 
est secrecy. Other ways eventually | 
were found to separate the two) 
uranium groups; but the fluorine 
work turned out to be so much 
profit anyway. | 

Fluorine can be produced and 
stored successfully in a pure form. 
The accomplishments to date and 
prospects for the future were the 
subject of more than a dozen re- 
ports presented here before the 
American Chemical society. 

Because it will combine with al- 
most any other element, all sorts 
of substances hitherto unknown on 
earth can be produced, now that it 
is possible to bring about these 
combinations under controlled con- 
ditions. For example, fluorine enters 
very easily into combinations with 
carbon, the basic element of life 
By controlling the amounts of 
fluorine and carbon entering such 
combinations and the conditions 


| under which they are formed, a 


vast array of so-called  fluoro- 
carbons can be made. 

The cornerstone of life is the 
hydrocarbon—a combination of 


hydrogen and carbon. All coal and 
petroleum is composed of combin- 
ations of hydrocarbons. They form 
the building blocks of the living 
the units of all organic 
chemistry 

It so happened that carbon and 
hydrogen entered into combin- 
ations very easily and that made 
possible the world as it exists today. 
But, chemists report, it now seems 
possible to form a parallel series of 
combinations of fluorine and car- 
bon, with as many fluorocarbons 
as hydrocarbons. 

Large new industries eventually 
will be based on these, Dr. J. H. 
Simons of the Pennsylvania State

“These fluorocarbon compounds,” 
he said, “have great resistance to 
heat and chemical action, They
